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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 8/1/2006 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Amendments to the claims have been considered but still read on the art of 
record. The following rejections remain. 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1).an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined. in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-3, 5, and 9-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by White et al. (US Publication 2003/0212402). White et al. disclose an assembly with a 
driver (45) having a distal end (proximal to 97) and a longitudinal axis (see Fig. 1), a 
reamer that is generally hemispherical (15) with cutouts (40) connected to the distal end 
(96), and that is pivotable (80, and paragraph 0007) approximately 90 degrees about an 
axis generally perpendicular to the longitudinal axis. The axis provided in the device 
allows for the capability of the reamer head to be rotated parallel and transverse to the 
axis along a rod (45). This also allows for a position coincident with the longitudinal axis 
(see Fig. 1). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Salyer in view of White et al. (US Publication 2003/0212402). 

Salyer discloses an instrument capable of having a reamer (24), a shaft (12) with 
a distal end (10) and a longitudinal axis, a driver head (14) that is detachably connected 
to the driver, capable of rotation about an axis generally perpendicular when connected 
to the reamer (Fig. 1). The reamer shell is also generally hemispherical (24) with cutouts 
(Fig. 1), has one rod (12) that pivots with the driver head, a knob (54), a tube (31) that at 
least partially covers both said shaft and rod (see Fig. 6), at least one indicia (92) that 
indicates proper actuation with the assembly, at least one cam raceway (8), that also 
has at least one accompanying longitudinal groove (90, shown better in Fig. 6). 

Salyer discloses the claimed invention except for a driver head that is foldable 
approximately 90 degrees about an axis generally perpendicular to the longitudinal axis. 
White et al. disclose an assembly with a driver (45) having a distal end (proximal to 97) 
and a longitudinal axis (see Fig. 1), a reamer (15) connected to the distal end (96), and 
that is pivotable approximately 90 degrees about an axis generally perpendicular to the 
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longitudinal axis (80, and paragraph 0007). The axis provided in the device allows for 
the capability of the reamer head to be rotated parallel and transverse to the axis. This 
also allows for a position coincident with the longitudinal axis (see Fig. 1). It would have 
been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made 
to construct the instrument of Salyer having at least a foldable driver head in view of 
White et al. to better use the device to access the patient.
